BRIG. GEN. DELAFIELD RE-ELECTED PRESIDENT 





HE future of the Organized Reserve 
and the most effective’ method of di- 
rection was discussed in detail at the third 
annual convention of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association of the United States, which 


was held in Columbus, Ohio, October 24, . 


25 and 26. 

The first business session was held Fri- 
day morning in the State house of repre- 
sentatives, when Gov. Vie Donahey and 
Maj. Gen. Omar Bundy, commander of 
the 5th Corps Area, spoke. 

The first business of moment brought 
up at the opening session was the pro- 
posal to present to Congress a bill pro- 
viding for sprinkling the entire Army with 
Reserve officers on active duty and ap- 
pointment of a new assistant chief of staff 
to promote Reserve affairs. This was em- 
bodied in a special committee report. 


PROPOSE LEGISLATION 


The report recommended that a commit- 
tee of five officers be appointed to draw up 
the measure and present it to Congress. 
The proposed law would provide that “a 
general officer of the Army be made as- 
sistant chief of staff to co-ordinate and 
promote the interests of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps and the Organized Reserves” 
and that a Reserve officer “be placed on 
active duty in the office of each arm and 
branch, one or more Reserve officers be 
placed on active duty in each division of 
the War Department General Staff and 
in the office of the Adjutant General.” 

Objections that legislation was unneces- 
sary under the existing National Defense 
Act for the change were answered by offi- 
cers with a report that investigation had 
found the act does not cover it fully. An 
objection that if the Organized Reserves 
were given an assistant chief of staff the 
National Guard and the Regular Army 
would be entitled to them, also, was voiced. 

Discussion was interrupted by the neces- 
sity for adjourning to attend the review of 
the Ohio State University R.O.T.C. 
motion by Gen. Edward Orton to lay the 
report over until Sunday morning was 
amended to bring it before the Reserve of- 
ficers Saturday morning. 

The debate was closed Saturday with 
the adoption of this resolution: 

“It is the sense of this convention that 
the Organized Reserve should be repre- 
sented fully and adequately in the various 
bureaus of the War Department, in the 
offices of the chiefs of services and the of- 
fice of the Adjutant General and in the 
various divisions and branches of the Gen- 
eral Staff, and the National Council is 
hereby directed to present these views to 
the War Department and urge the ap- 
pointment of a sufficient number of Reserve 
officers to effectively carry the intent of 
this resolution, such officers to be of suf- 
ficient rank to perform their functions and 
to be assigned to active duty for terms of 
such length that the full benefit of their 
service may be obtained.” 

Need for the eventual recruiting of 10,- 





000 Reserve officers a year was mentioned 
by Brig. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, assistant 
chief of staff of the Army, known as G-3, 
in the address Saturday afternoon, Oc- 
tober 25. 


REPLACEMENTS NEEDED SOON 


He pointed out that war-experienced of- 
ficers will begin to pass out within a few 
years and three sources for replacements, 
the R. O. T. C., the C. M. T. C., and the en- 
listed Reservists should be given special 
attention with a view to replacing officers 
from their ranks. 

There are now 83,186 Reserve officers 
and 3576 enlisted Reservists, General 
Drum said. 

The number has increased in spite of 
the expiration of five-year appointments 
that followed the war, he asserted, telling 
of the work being done in training Re- 
servists with Regular Army and Reserve 
troops, and declared training with troops 
was necessary “so we should not again 
sacrifice many young men due to lack of 
training.” 

In his opinion, enlisted Reserve strength 
eventually will be increased to about 125,- 
000 men, covering the “key men” for the 
various organizations. The paper strength 
of the Reserve Officers’ Corps is 180,000. 
He explained that appropriations this year 
will make- possible the training of 14,650 
officers for 15 days at an average cost of 
$136.55 and 615 officers for longer periods. 
He told of the organization of the War 
Department and the relations of the three 
Armies to each other, and praised the re- 
sults of Defense Test Day, which he said 
had “presented a living picture of the 
Defense Act.” 

A dinner and ball occupied the evening, 
at which not only Reserve, but active mili- 
tary and Naval officers and their wives 
were guests. 


COOLIDGE COMMENDS ASSOCIATION 


In a telegram read to the delegates, 
President Calvin Coolidge commended the 
Reserve Officers’ Association for its ser- 
vices and co-operation. 

The telegram read: “I wish to extend my 
personal greeting to the national conven- 
tion of the Reserve Officers’ Association. 
Your association is interested in the de 
fense of the United States, and you dis- 
play that interest by giving your time, 
labor and attention in the manner deemed 
best by the national government. 

“In so doing you furnish an example of 
the co-operation between the leaders of our 
professional Army and the citizen. The 
continuance of your labors along the lines 
upon which you are now engaged will do 
more than any other one thing to insure 
for our country that complete immunity 
from external aggression which is an in- 
dispensable prerequisite to the fulfillment 
of our national destiny.” 

Gen. Dennis EB. Nolan, deputy chief of 
staff of the Army, who appeared at the 
convention Saturday as the representative

SEC. WILBUR FAVORS 
STRONG NAVY POLICY 


Administration’s Attitude Is 
Believed Outlined In 
Radio Talk 


GUN ELEVATION SOUGHT 


Et iwTARY OF THE NAVY CURTIS 
J. WILBUR delivered a radio talk 
from station WCAP, Washington, D. C., 
on Navy Duy, October 27, in which he ad- 
vocated the maintenance of the Navy at 
treaty strength, suggested increased person- 
nel for the first line of defense and favored 
appropriations for gun elevation. His 
speech was regarded as having great sig- 
nificance, according to report, as it is be- 
believed to outline the attitude of the Ad- 
ministration towards the Navy. 

He said in part: 

“This is the birthday of Theodore Roose- 
velt. This day has been selected by_ the 
Navy League of the United States as Navy 
Day. The purpose of Navy Day is to in- 
form the nation concerning the American 
Navy, its personnel, its aims and purposes, 
in order that the nation may not suffer from 
ignorance or neglect of this means of na- 
tional defense. 

“The first question to be answered is 
this, Why do we need a Navy at all? The 
answer is to be found in the fact that we 
are bounded on the east and on the west 
by great oceans; on the north and on the 
south by friendly and less populous nations. 


WANTS ADEQUATE NAVY 


“An adequate Navy would give us an 
opportunity to enlist, train and equip an 
army to repel invasion, for we are opposed 
to a great standing army or to compulsory 
military service. One hundred and thirty 
thousand trained men in a modern Navy 
could hold the first line of defense while 
an army was being formed, 

“The possibilities of naval architecture 
are limited by the fact that the weight of 
a ship must always be equal to the weight 
of the water displaced by the under-water 
body of the ship. When it is greater, 
the ship will not float. Guns, armor and 
engines are all heavy, and as we increase 
the weight of one we must correspondingly 
decrease the weight of another. 

“The armor used in 1862 could not be 
penetrated by the gunfire then used, but 
the guns were improved until the projectile 
could penetrate such armors; then the 
armor was thickened. Thus the race_be- 
tween gun and armor was begun. That 
race is now ended definitely in favor of 
the gun. Battleships cannot carry armor 
sufficiently thick and strong to resist the 
modern high-power, large calibre gunfie at 
ranges of less than 14,000 yards. As a 
consequence, the commanders of modern bat- 
tleships will endeavor to gain the addition- 
al protection of 14,000 i of air by 
fighting at ranges of 14, yards or over. 
Air resistance decreases the speed of projec- 
tiles and their power of penetration so 
that at ranges of 14,000 yards and over 
the armor used on modern battleships may 
prevent penetration. ° ; 

“This, and the fact that battleships oan 
not be safely brought within torpedo range 
of the enemies’ destroyers or battleships, 
meang that modern battles will be fought 
at ranges in excess of 14,000 yards where 
this is possible. 

“The significance of this statement is ap 
parent when it is known that up to the 
beginning of the World War no target

of Secretary of War Weeks, in an address, 
said in part: : 

“I think the position of the Secretary 
of War regarding the necessity for train- 
ing of the officers of the Organized Re- 
serve is well known, as he has officially 
stated as his opinion that a minimum prac- 
tical training of two weeks annually should 
be given to one-third of the officers of the 
Organized Reserves. The War Department 
mately 80 per cent of the mobilized forces, 
believes that we must obtain such increased 
appropriations annually that we can Sse- 
cure a moderate increase in the number 
of officers trained in the Organized Re- 
serves and also a moderate increase an- 
nually in the number of men trained in 
the Citizens’ Militarv Training Camps and 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Units and 
the National Guard.” 

GIVES O. R. STATUS 


General Nolan pointed out the fact that 
in the Government’s mobilization plan the 
Organized Reserves will constitute approxi- 
mately 80 per cent of the mobilized froces 
in case of a major emergency and because 
of the fact that the organization has a 
major interest in all the problems of the 
War Department as well as in the particu- 
lar problems that affect the Organized Re- 
serves. He said the task of solving the 
problems of special concern to it will, in 
the future, be comparatively easy. Its 
real difficulties, he said, will come in the 
solution of general problems to provide 
adequate national defense. 

From a standpoint of business considered 
and disposed of, the Sunday morning ses- 
sion of the association was by far the 
most productive of any held during the 
three days. 

Expansion of the Organized Reserve 
forces to six complete field armies, supplied 
with officers and non-commissioned officers 
and auxiliary organizations to a total of 

‘ men, was recommended to the 
War Department. 

Development of esprit de corps by build- 
ing up the permanent local units was 
urged. Opposition to the placing of any 
unit on inactive status was voiced and 
more funds for training officers and men 
of the Reserve forces were requested in 
resolutions designed to improve and ex- 
pand the Reserves under the National De- 
fense Act. 

Special effort was made for individual 
officers of the Reserve Corps with a view 
to having them placed on a more satisfac- 
tory basis. Among the recommendations 
made in this group was one asking “the 
same pay allowances as officers of the 
Regular Army” during the existence of 
any disability, either temporary or per- 
manent, incurred by a Reserve officer while 
on active duty. 


WANT FRANKING PRIVILEGE 


Increase of mileage allowance now “in- 
sufficient to cover the actual expenses of 
travel” for Reserve officers ordered to ac- 
tive duty, and granting of the franking 
privilege to Reserve officers so their official 
mail may be handled without charge, was 
recommended. 

Reserve officers will be “ordered” to duty 
rather than invited, if a resolution asking 
this change is made effective, and a request 
that “adequate transportation” be provided 
for Regular Army officers on duty with 
Organized Reserve units was passed. 

Aviation training facilities should be 
provided for R.O.T.C, units and C.M.T.C. 
units, so students who comprise most of 
the personnel of these units may be pre 
pared for service in this branch, the as- 
sociation decided. 

Training of one-third of the Reserve of- 
ficers for 15 days each year was urged, 
and Congress asked to provide the money 
for this and for the training of 1000 ad- 
ditional officers for more than 15 days each 
year and the 720 officers for active duty 
with the C.M.T.C. 

The convention will meet next year in 
Kansas City. 

Brig . Gen. John R. Delafield was re-

elected president, Brig. Gen. Roy Hoffman, 
Lt. Col, Nobel B. Judah and Col. J. A. 
Hawkins were elected vice-presidents, and 
Col. John Stewart of Washington was re- 
elected treasurer, and Colonel Ryons was 
appointed secretary-treasurer. 

Brig. Gen. Edward Orton of Columbus 
was named a member of the national coun- 
cil representing the 5th Corps Area, with 
Gen. L. R. Gignilliat. Culver, Ind., and 
Maj.

NOTABLES SPBAK 


An outstanding feature of the convention 
was a public meeting held Saturday night, 
October 25, in Memorial Hall, when an 
audience that filled the hall heard Brig. 


Gen. John Ross Delafield, Newton D. 
Paker, Secretarv of War in the cabinet 


of Woodrow Wilson; M. B. Cain, presi- 
dent of the Columbus Federation of Labor, 
and Mrs. Lowell F. Hobart, State Regent 
of the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. Former Governor James E. Camp- 
bell of Ohio was also to have snoken but, 
being unable to be present, his address 
was read by Mai. Gen. Benson W. Hough, 
Commanding 37th Infantry Division, Na- 
tional Guard, Ohio, who presided at the 
meeting. Incidentally, General Hough, 
just a few minutes before taking charge 
of the meeting, was informed of his pro- 
motion from brigadier general to major 
general in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

Mr. Baker declared that a world tribunal 
“under any name” with power to enforce 
its decisions and “an adequate sane pre- 
paredness” are steps on the road to per- 
manent peace. 

Methods must be secondary to results, 
and the way is unimportant if it leads to 
international concord, was the theme of 
his address. Obstinacy and narrow cling- 
ing to personal convictions must give way 
to the good of the maiority, he declared. 

“Tt is no longer possible for us to relv 
on old-fasrioned diplomacy to prevent war,” 
he said. “This generation has sacrificed 
10,000.000 youg men on altars of national 
aspiration. It is a beautiful dream that 
peace can be made and kept in this world. 
History doesn’t teach us so, philosophy 
doesn’t teach us so, but our moral nature 
makes us believe that it must come true.” 


ADVOCATES PREPAREDNESS 


“T am a pacifist. I am a pacifist in my 
belief in adequate sane preparedness on 
the part of any free people to defend its 
liberties. 

“Pure pacifism is not the means to peace. 
It must become a constructive impulse 
rather than a pious wish, and to get peace 
we must work for it. Impetus toward 
war never has come from preparedness in 
the United States nor has it had any encour- 
agement from the military. No war in 
which the United States has ever engaged 
has been caused, agitated or encouraged by 
any military man or body. The Army has 
always been for peace until war broke out.” 

Declaring “our situation today really is 
a serious one fro mthe view of national 
defense,” General Delafield said any at- 
tacking European power could capture and 
occupy “our whole eastern coast before the 
Reserves could be gotten in readiness” and 
“could not be stopped short of the Alle- 
gheny Mountains.” 


UNREADINESS COSTLY 
He outlined the mistakes of the world 
war, and charged that lack of prepared- 
ness had cost millions of dollars and thou- 
sands of lives before we “realized the need

ADMIRAL BLOCH TELLS 
NAVY’S POWDER TESTS 


Replies At Length To Rumor 
Bad Powder Caused The 
Trenton Blast 


PRECAUTIONS EXPLAINED 


HE report that the explosion on the 

Trenton might have been the result of 
defective powder brought a prompt denial 
from the Secretary of the Navy and an ex- 
tended statement from Rear Admiral T. C. 
Bloch, Chief of Ordnance. Admiral Bloch 
explained in detail the Navy’s system of 
testing powder for the Fleet and declared 
that reports of test of powder from the 
Trenton have shown that the powder, to 
the date of explosion, was in excellent 
condition, 

He described how under the system em- 
ployed by the Navy there were 20 tests 
of powder used on the Fleet. Both on the 
ships, at the Bureau of Ordnance, at the 
Supply Depot and at the factory, if the 
powder comes from the depot plant, tests 
were conducted of the powder that was 
supplied to the Fleet. 

In course of his 
Bloch said: 

“Smokeless powder is manufactured in 
lots varying from 25,000 to 125,000 pounds, 
depending on the size of the grain. After 
a lot has passed the acceptance tests, it 
is given an index number by which all 
powder of the lot is thereafter known. 
This index number is stencilled on the side 
of each box in which the powder is stored ; 
when the powder is made up into charges 
the index number is stencilled on the side 
of the bag and on the side of the tank 
which contains the charge. In addition, a 
printed tag showing the index number is 
attached to each bag. 


MANY SAMPLE TESTS 


“When powder is issued to a ship, there 
is supplied in addition two samples known 
as ‘magazine sample’ and ‘replacement 
sample.” The magazine sample is for the 
purpose of visual examination; it is issued 
in a small glass bottle which contains, in 
addition, a piece of ‘violet paper.’ This 
paper, of a violet color when first made, 
quickly bleaches out when exposed to the

nitrous fumes produced when smokeless 
powder decomposes. The replacement 
sample is put up in an airtight metal 


case, The powder in it is used to make up 
a powder from charges necessary for mak- 
ing tests. 

“Four tests known as the ‘daily,’ ‘fort- 
nightly,’ ‘monthly’ and ‘surveillance’ tests 
are carried out on board ship. Each day 
the ordnance gunner inspects the magazine, 
records the temperatures shown on the two 
maximum and minimum thermometers 
placed in each magazine, (one in the hot- 
test and one in the coolest part of the com- 
partment, inspects the magazine sample for 
any evidence of decomposition of the pow- 
der or bleaching of the violet paper, and 
feels several tanks to determine whether or 
not any are abnormally hot. When smoke- 
less powder deteriorates there is an evolu- 
tion of heat which is shown immediately 
by heating of the tank. 

“Fortnightly the replacement sample is 
opened and examined by sight and smell 
for evidence of decomposition or change in 
appearance of the grains. In this examina- 
tion the powder is compared with that in 
the magazine sample. Monthly the same 
test is made, except that powder from one 
or more charges of each index is used in 
addition to the replacement sample. 

“The surveillance test consists of heat- 
ing the sample taken from a charge of each 
index at a temperature of 150 degrees, Fah- 
renheit, until nitrous fumes are evolved; 
this test is discontinued at the end of 60 
days in case no fumes have appeared. The 
surveillance test gives a better idea of the 
stability of the powder than any other of 
the tests. It is carried out semi-annually 
on all powders which fail to show fumes 
in the prescribed 60 days, but more fre- 
quently on powders of lower stability. 

“All ships submit to the Bureau of Ord- 
nance monthly a report of violet paper 
tests and of such surveillance tests as were 
completed during the month. These reports 
are carefully scrutinized by an officer. 

“In addition to the above, a sample of

each index is sent to the Naval powder fac. 
tory, where it is retained as long as any 
of the powder is on hand. Each ammuni- 
tion depot retains a sample 
issued to any ship. 

“Both the powder factory and the 
munition depots carry out the prescribed 
surveillance tests on each index of powder 
In the case of powders manufactured by 
the du Vont Company, the company also 
retains a sample and carries out these 
tests. In other words, tests on every in- 
dex of powder afloat are continually ¢on.

“This large number of tests might lead 
one to believe that the Navy is having 
continual trouble with its powder. The 
contrary is true. Since the adoption of the 
stabilized powders in 1909, (these pow- 
ders contain a small percentage of a substi- 
tute known as diphenylamine to check 
deterioration), not a single powder of 
the new type has ‘gone bad.’ 

“The powder issued to the Trenton was 
new powder, finished in 1922. Reports of 
tests of powder from the Trenton have 
shown that the powder, to the date of the 
explosion, was in excellent condition.

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NAVY AVIATOR BREAKS 
SEAPLANE SPEED MARK 


Lieutenant Ofstie Sets Three 
New Records in Navy 
Air Carnival 


PLANE RACES EXCITING 


T. RALPH A. OFSTIE, U.S.N., flying 

a CR-3 seaplane equipped with a 465- 
horsepower Curtiss motor, set a new world’s 
senplane speed record for 100 kilometers 
(61 miles) at the Naval air meet at Bay 
Shore on October 25. He covered the dis- 
tance in 21 minutes and 4 seconds, an av- 


erage speed of 176.82 miles an hour. The 
former mark was 129.75 miles an _ hour, 
held by England. 

Lieutenant Ofstie also exceeded the 


world’s record of 500 kilometers by almost 
100 miles an hour when he covered that 
distance at an average speed of 161.1 miles 
an hour. The old record of 73.4 miles an 
hour was held in the United States. 

Lieutenant Ofstie also established a new 
mark for 200 kilometers in the same plane, 
covering the distance in 41 minutes 49.88 
seconds, or an average speed of 178.25 miles 
an hour. The old record of 169.89 miles 
an hour was also held by the United States. 

The speed record for three kilometers 
over a straight-away course fell before Lt. 
George Cuddihy, who covered the distance 
in 35 seconds, a speed of 188.12 miles an 
hour. Italy held the previous record of 
174.07 miles an hour. 

Lt. O. B. Hardison and Lt. George Hen- 
derson, flying VPN-7s, brought down the 
weight-carrying events. Lt. Henderson re- 
mained in the air six hours and ten minutes 
with a useful load of 1000 kilograms to beat 
the former time of two hours and his dis- 
tance covered, 460 miles, set a new mark. 
Lieutenant Hardison remained aloft an 
hour and forty minutes with a burden of 
2.000 kilograms, as against the previous 
time of fifty-one minutes. 

MAKE NEW RECORDS 

Between them, the two fliers also estab- 
lished for the first time, the following fig- 
ures in events never before officially recog- 


nized: Speed with a load of 250. and 500 
kilograms, 75 miles an hour; speed with 
loads of 1500 and 2000 kilograms, 70.50 


miles an hour, and in these two latter cases 
a distance of 125 miles for sustained flight. 

The only accident to mar the meet came 
in the final event, the race for torpedo 
planes, in which Lt. T. P. L. Haynes was 
forced down by a slight fire in the fuselage 
of his machine. This race was won by Lt. 
McKay, flying A.D.T.-2, with an average 
speed for the 60 miles of SO.87 miles an 
hour. Lt. W. K. Patterson was second, 
the only other finisher. 

Edward Nirmaier of Miami, Fla., pilot- 
ing a Curtiss Seagull, won the $1000 and 
Silver Cup offered by The Baltimore Sun 
and Evening Sun in the race for civilian 
seaplanes. Nirmaier averaged 76 miles an 
hour over the S0-mile course. 

The meeting was described by officials as 
the greatest demonstration of naval aero- 
nautics ever held. More than 75 seaplanes 
flying boats and land airplanes participated 
in the manoeuvers, which included demon- 
strations of every activity of the air serv- 
ice of the navy. 

A. F. Starr, chief aviation rigger at the 
Lakehurst (N. J.) naval air station, made 
a parachute jump. Instead of landing at 
Logan Field as planned, he descended into 
the bay. He was not injured. 


MILITARY TOURNAMENT 
AT OMAHA BIG SUCCESS 


THe success of the Field Meet held last 
year, and the public interest aroused, 
Prompted the arrangement of the Seventh 
Corps Area Military Tournament, held at 
Omaha, Nebraska, October 2-8, 1924. The 
events planned commenced with a street 
parade, including Major General George B. 
Dunean, commanding the Seventh Corps 
Area, and his staff, Brig. Gen. Halstead 
Dorey, 17th Infantry from Forts Omaha 
and Crook, 14th Cavalry and a battalion 
of 9th Field Artillery from Ft. Des Moines, 
polo teams from Forts Snelling, Robinson, 
Des Moines, Meade, and Riley, the Cav- 
alry School, Wakonda Club (Des Moines), 
Ak-Sar-Ben (Omaha). 134th Infantry. Ne- 
braska National Guard, O.R.C., Drum 
Corps of the American Legion. Creighton 
University R.O.T.C., and the Omaha Cen- 
tre] High School Cadets. 
More than 15.000 persons witnessed the 
military Tournament held October 2d, at 





Ak-Sar-Ben Field. The tournament was 
won by the Third Infantry, Fort Snelling, 
Minnesota, with 57% points. The 17th In- 
fantry from Forts Omaha and Crook was 
second with 48 points and the Second 
Cavalry, Fort Riley, Kansas, third. The 
14th Cavalry, Fort Des Moines, Iowa, 
started the program with a splendid exhibi- 
tion of horsemanship. Then came foot 
races, field events, an artillery demonstra- 
tion, trained horsemanship, an evening pa- 
rade held by a composite battalion of the 
17th Infantry, ending with the presentation 
of medals to the winners by Maj. Gen. 
George B. Duncan, Corps Area Commander. 

The extent to which a horse can be 
trained to act with intelligence was dis- 
played by “Marshall Ney,” twice winner 
of the Beresford Cup at Madison Square 
Garden, and owned by Maj. William H. 
Shepherd, Fort Des Moines, and “Whis- 
key,”’ a government owned horse trained by 
Lt. Wm. R. Hazelrigg, Fort Snelling. 
“Whiskey” topped his exhibition by leaping 
over the hoods of two automobiles, the 
fronts of which touched. Lt. J. P. Hulley, 
3d Infantry, Fort Snelling, carried off the 
honors of the day by scoring 14 points 
individually for his Third Infantry team. 
Lieutenant Baughman of the same organi- 
ation was second for honors with 11 
points. Theodore Lovejoy of the Third In- 
fantry hung up a record of 10 seconds flat 
in the 100-yard dash. 

On the afternoon of October 4 the First 
Annual Civilian and Military Horse Show 
was held at Ak-Sar-Ben Field at which 
over 2000 attended. Boxes in the grand- 
stand were filled with Omaha society and 
Army officers and their families stationed 
in the vicinity. The notable feature of the 
show was the Riding Team (two horses) 
event, won by General and Mrs. George 
B. Duncan. Mrs. Duncan also won second 
in Hacks (park or road horses). Miss 
Miriam M. Halstead, daughter of Col. 
Frank Halstead, won second in the Ladies 
Five-Gaited Class, second in the Ladies 
Three-Gaited Saddle Horse Class, first in 


the Ladies Hunters Class, and third in 
the Racket and Ball Race. Miss Phyllis 
Golderman, daughter of Lt. Col. P. S: 


Golderman, won first in the Hacks (park 
or road horses), and Miss Georgiana 
Dorey, daughter of Brig. Gen. Halstead 
Dorev, third in the Ladies’ Hunters Class.

GENERAL DUMONT MAKES 
ADDRESS ON LAFAYETTE 


RIG. GEN. A. G. L. DUMONT, mili- 

tary attache of the French embassy 
at Washington, made an address at Rich- 
mond.

October 25 on the occasion of 
the centennial celebration of Marquis de 
Lafayette’s visit here.

Here he defended the capital city when it 
was endangered by the troops of the traitor 
Arnold and Gen. Carleton, and here he 
largely contributed to the surrender at 
Yorktown which ended the war.” 

The eeneral was introduced in the hall 
of the house of delegates by Gov. E. Lee 
Trinkle. Following his address, Mrs. Kate 
Waller Barrett spoke for the Virginia 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 





SHENANDOAH FINISHES 
RECORD FLIGHT TRIP 


Airship Ends Cross-Country 
Flight On October 25 
At Lakehurst 


CREW IS PROUD OF SHIP 


HE dirigible Shenandoah, first of her 

kind ever built in America, arrived over 
Lakehurst, N. J., on October 25 at 10.55 
p.m., completing a voyage of 9000 miles 
that added a signal new triumph to the rec- 
ords of naval aviation. 

For an hour more than eighteen days and 
a half the dirigible had been away from 
her home station, crossing the American 
continent. Up the West Coast and finally 
flying back to New Jersey. For 257 hours 
and 388 minutes her motors had been run- 
ning, for 187 hours and 22 minutes she 
had been moored to a mast, for 120 hours 
she was undergoing repairs. Her distance 
is by far the greatest ever traveled on a 
single cruise. 

As she neared her goal, the home hangar 
at Lakehurst, where 300 men were ready 
to bring her to rest, Lt. Comdr. Zachary 
Lansdowne, her captain, sent out this wire- 
less message : 

“The splendid achievement of the Shen- 
andoah on this cruise was due to the cour- 
age, skill and perseverence of all hands on 
board at all times and all occasions. The 
test has shown the staunchness of the first 
and only American built rigid airship, as 
no other airship will be called to weather 
more adverse conditions than were experi- 
enced on this cruise. 


SEND WIRELESS 


A wireless dispatch from aboard the 
great craft as she sailed triumphant across 
Ohio October 25 homeward-bound told of 
the pride and joy of her twelve officers and 
27 men as the end hove in sight. They 
were finishing the longest dirigible cruise 
in time and distance in the history of aero- 
nautics, at an average speed of between 38 
and 40 miles an hour. Their craft had 
twice braved the air above the mountain 
peaks of the Rockies, she had ridden out 
weather in which it was unsafe to land, 
and she had made landings both on the 
ground and at mooring masts, having suc- 
cessfully tested three masts in the West. 

The airship’s officers on the epic flight 
were: Comdr. Lansdowne, Lt. Comdr. 
Lewis Hancock, jr., of Austin, Tex.; Lt. J. 
B. Lawrence, St. Paul, Minn.; Lt. A. R. 
Houghton, Boston, Mass.; Lt. R. G. May- 
er, Seattle; Lt. D. W. Sheppard, Washing- 
ton, D. C.; Lt. C. E. Bauch, Boston; Lt. 
(. D. Palmer, Washington, D.C., and Lt. J. 
B. Anderson, Celina, Ohio. 

The main laps of the Shenandoah’s trip 
were from Lakehurst to Fort Worth, Tex., 
to San Diego, to Seattle and return.

NAVY PLANE IS FORCED 
DOWN IN OCEAN FLIGHT 


L' COMDR. HUGH C. FRASER, U. 

S.N., flying a 5FL plane, was forced 
down between Maui and Hawaii while at- 
tempting an inter-island flight on October 
28, according to reports received at the 
Navy Department. He and his four com- 
panions were rescued by the U.S.S. Lud- 
low, which destroyed the plane by gun- 
fire upon finding the sea too heavy to tow 
it in. 

The accident was ascribed to a broken 
connecting rod. The plane was badly buf- 
feted by a heavy sea when it made the 
forced landing. The names of Lieutenant 
Commander Fraser’s companions were not 
given in the dispatch. It is believed that 
he was accompanied by two pilots and two 
mechanics.

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ARMY WILL TAKE PART 
IN BIG HAWAIIAN FAIR 


ONTINUING its efforts to foster friend- 

ship between the Army and the civilian 
element in Hawaii, the Hawaiian Depart- 
ment is being featured as perhaps the most 
elaborate exhibitor at the Hawaiian Terri- 
torial Fair to be held in Honolulu, October 
20 to 25 inclusive. The fair, as planned, 
is the most ambitious undertaking of its 
kind ever put forth in the islands, and a 
great deal of the success of the event is 
being charged to the Army. Col. Beverly 
Browne, of Schofield Barracks, is chair- 
man of the Army Fair Committee and he 





has planned a number of features which 
will “keep things moving” during the week. 

As one of the chief exhibitions at the 
fair, the Army will stage a mammoth trans- 
portation show in which will be exhibited 
one of each type of gun, howitzer, tractor, 
and passenger and freight vehicle used by 
the Army in this department.

meet for Service teams, and a three mile 
open championship marathon for the fair. 
The best athletes in the Army here will 
compete against each other in the track 
and field events, and the marathon. will 
include a number of famous club runners 
from the states. 


SPANISH OFFICERS PAY

Victoriano Casajas of the Spanish 
General Staff, the latter Military Attache 
at the Spanish Embassy in Washington, 
recently spent three days watching the mili- 
tary routine and inspecting the plant and 
equipment at Culver Military Academy. 

These Spanish officers are making a tour 
of the United States to become familiar 
with the methods of military instruction, 
both in government and private schools. 
The officers arrived by airplane from Day- 
ton and Jeft Culver for Fort Sill, Okla. by 
the air route. Coming over the week-end 
they missed part of the routine military 
instruction but Superintendent, General L. 
R. Gignilliat, O.R.C. arranged special ex- 
hibitions of group calisthenics, troop rid- 
ing and of work on the range for the benefit 
of the visiting officers. 

They also had the opportunity to see the 
organized athletic work of the entire corps, 
to inspect the quarters of the cadets, as 
well as the plant and equipment of the 
Academy. Other points to be visited by 
Col. Espalargas and Major Casajas in- 
clude Fort Sili, Fort Leavenworth, Camp 
senning and West Point. 
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COAST GUARD WOMEN TO 
ORGANIZE AUXILIARY 


N Wednesday afternoon, October 22, 

the women members of the families of 
Coast Guard officers stationed or residing 
in Washington held a meeting, at the invi- 
tation of the Commandant, with the view 
of organizing a women’s relief society or 
auxiliary, associated with the Coast Guard. 
Such an organization has long been in the 
minds of those connected with or interested 
in the Service, but up to this time has found 
expression in no definite action. Recently 
the need for and the great good that could 
be accomplished by such a society strongly 
manifested itself, and this was considered a 
propitious time to initiate a movement of 
this character. 

The Commandant addressed the meeting 
and pointed out the great service that could 
be rendered to the Coast Guard personnel 
through the organization of the women 
members of the families of the personnel 
of the Coast Guard and those interested in 
the Service into a compact body having for 
its purpose the perpetuation of Coast Guard 
ideals, the promotion of the welfare of the 
Service and its personnel, the solidarity and 
close relationship throughout the Service, 
and the extension of a beneficent and com- 
forting influence upon the Service as only 
a women’s aid or auxiliary society can 
render. 

Visiting of Coast Guard personnel sick 
in hospitals ; inquiring into cases of distress 
and the affording of relief; the raising of 
funds through lawn fetes, bazaars, parties, 
ete., for worthy purposes, such as the erec- 
tion of a monument to the Coast Guard 
dead of the World War; holding of social 
affairs to knit the personnel and friends of 
the Coast Guard into one great family were 
some of the fields of activity which sug- 
gested themselves. 

It was thought that the organization could 
have its headquarters in Washington, D. 
C., with branches or chapters at places 
where Coast Guard units were located 
and elsewhere as might be found desirable, 
and that membership be open to the women 
members of the families of Coast Guard 
personnel and to others interested in the 
welfare of the Service. 
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DEFINE EMPLOYMENT 
OF NAVY RETIRED LIST 


OLLOWING numerous queries on the 
exact employment status of retired of- 
ficers and enlisted men the Navy Depart- 
ment recently issued the following memo- 
randum from the Judge Advocate General 
which clearly defines the limitations of the 
officers and enlisted men concerned. 
“Attention is invited to the Act of Con- 
gress approved May 31, 1924 (Public No. 
161, 68th Congress), entitled “An Act to 
amend section 2 of the Legislative Execu- 
tive, and Judicial Appropriation Act, ap- 
proved July 31, 1894,” which reads as 


follows. 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That sec- 
tion 2 of the Legislative, Executive, and 
Judicial Appropriation Act, approved July 
31, 1894, is amended by adding at the end 
thereof a new sentence to read as follows: 
“Retired enlisted men of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, or Coast Guard retired for 
any cause, and retired officers of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard who 
have been retired for injuries received in 
battle or for injuries or incapacity incurred 
in line of duty shall not, within the meaning 
of this section, be construed to hold or to 
have held an office during such retirement.” 

“The pertinent part of section 2 of the 
Act approved 31 July, 1894 (29 Stat., 
205), to which the new sentence mentioned 
in the above quoted amendatory Act is to 
be added, provides as follows: 

“No person who holds an office the salary 
or annual compensation attached to which 
amounts to the sum of two thousand five 
hundred dollars shall be appointed to or 
hold any other office to which compensation 
is attached unless specially heretofore or 
hereafter spotty authorized thereto by 
law; but this shall not apply to retired of- 
ficers of the Army or Navy whenever they 
may be elected to public office or whenever 
the President shall appoint them to office 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. 

“It will be observed from the foregoing 
that the Act of 31 July, 1894, as amended 
by the Act of 31 May, 1924, places no 
restriction or limitation on the civil em- 
ployment in the Federal service of retired 
enlisted men of the Navy or Marine Corps 
retired for any cause, and further author- 
izes such employment of officers of the Navy 
and Marine Corps who have been retired 
for injuries received in battle or for in- 
juries or incapacity incurred in line of 
duty, notwithstanding the fact that the 
retired pay of such officers or enlistéd men 
may amount to or exceed the sum of $2500 
per annum. 

“In other words, subject to the exception 
hereinafter noted, officers and enlisted men 
retired under the circumstances just men- 
tioned, whose retired pay amounts to $2500 
per annum, may accept civil employment in 
the Government service, as above indicated 
without prejudice to their retired rank and 


pay. 

“Particular attention is invited to the 
fact that existing statutory prohibitions 
against the employment of officers on the 
active or retired list of the Navy in certain 
Government services have not been re- 
moved. These prohibitions apply to the 
diplomatic and consular services of the 
Government, section 1440 of the U. S. 
Revised Statutes, which reads as follows, 
being in no way affected by the amendatory 
Act of 31 May, 1924: 

“Sec. 1440. If any officer of the Navy 
accepts or holds an appointment in the dip- 
lomatic or consular service of the Govern- 
ment, he shall be considered as having 
resigned his place in the Navy, and it shall 
be filled as a vacancy.” 

“Attention also is invited to the fact that 
there is no prohibition against the employ- 
ment of retired officers in the U. S. Mer- 
chant Marine.” 





ARIZONA CREW WINS BIG 
FLEET WHALEBOAT RACE 


‘THE Whaleboat Race for men of the 

deck force on their first enlistment was 
held in San Pedro Harbor on October 18.

NOTES FROM THE BATTLE FLEET 





[By Air Mail] 


HE U.S.S. SHENANDOAH successful- 
ly completed the trip from San Diego 
to Seattle and return. Although the sail- 
ing from San Diego was delayed until fav- 
orable weather reports had been received 


from the northwest, the U.S.S. Shenandoah 
encountered very bad weather both going 
up the coast and coming down. 

Shortly after leaving Los Angeles on 
October 16, strong head winds were en- 
countered and these unfavorable winds con- 
tinued until the Columbia River was reach- 
ed. Due to the head winds and hazy 
weather, Camp Lewis, near Tacoma, was 
not reached until late on October 18. 

After testing the new mooring mast and 
taking aboard necessary fuel and supplies, 
the U.S.S. Shenandoah left for San Diego 
at noon on October 19. Again head winds 
were encountered off Point Arena, Califor- 
nia, and the passage south was materially 
delayed, the ship not arriving at San Diego 
until early on the morning of October 21. 

The cruise of the U.S.S. Shenandoah 
along the Pacific Coast is considered a very 
excellent test of the ship as practically all 
kinds of weather was encountered on this 
trip and relatively high altitudes were re- 
quired to pass over the mountainous coun- 
try. The ship passed over during daylight 
all the large cities on the coast and was 
enthusiastically received everywhere. 

The new mooring masts at San Diego and 
Camp Lewis were given a thorough test 
and the personnel of the ship and stations 
given training in the handling of the ship 
in these localities. 

The U.S.S. Shenandoah departed from 
San Diegs at 11:00 a.m., on October 22 for 
Fort Worth, arriving there October 24. 


ATTLESHIP DIVISION FIVE, con- 

sisting of the U.S.S. New Mexico, 
Maryland, Tennessee and Colorado, in com- 
mand of Vice Admiral Wiley, left San 
Pedro on October 23 for San Francisco to 
take part in the Navy Day Exercises. 
These ships remained at anchor in San 
Francisco Bay until the morning of October 
28 and participated in the Navy ey Ex- 
cercises at San Francisco and Oakland, 
keeping “open house” to all visitors on 
Monday, October 27 

Vice Admiral Wiley and the Command- 
ing Officers of this division were the guests 
of the Chamber of Commerce at a luncheon 
on October 25 and on Navy Day Vice Ad- 
miral Wiley gave a luncheon to prominent 
military and civil authorities of San Fran- 
cisco and vicinity. 

Captain F. H. Upham, commanding the 
U.S.S. Tennessee, was the guest of the 
Foreign Trade Society of San Francisco 
at a luncheon on Navy Day, and Captain 
R. R. Belknap, commanding the U.S.S. 
Colorado, was the guest of the Berkeley 
Chamber of Commerce; both officers spoke 
on the Navy at these luncheons. 


HE U.S.S. Maryland was ordered to 

San Francisco with Battleship Division 
Five for Navy Day. The U.S.S. Maryland 
was originally scheduled to remain at San 
Pedro, but due to some necessary boiler 
repairs, the Maryland proceeded to San 
Francisco and will remain there until No- 
vember 10, in order to have necessary re- 
pairs made by workmen from the Navy 
Yard, Mare Island. 


Wworp has been received that the U.S.S. 
Langley will arrive on the West Coast 
on November 30. 

The Langley was expected to report for 
duty with the Battle Fleet in the fall of 
1923, but due to necessary experimental 
work the sailing was delayed until Novem- 
ber 1 of the present year. 

The U.S.S. Langley, on leaving Hamp- 
ton Roads about November 1, will proceed 
to Pensacola to take on board the graduates 
of the jast aviation class that were ordered 
to the Battle Fleet and will then proceed 
through the Panama Canal to San Diego. 

The Aircraft Squadrons, Battle Fleet, 
have been urgently in need of the U.S.S. 
Langley for some time and it is expected 
that the aviation work of the Fleet will 
ave a big impetus when she reports for 

uty. 


ON Monday, October 20, the Commander- 
in-Chief, U. 8S. Fleet, Adm. R. E. Coontz, 
arrived at San Pedro in his flagship. The 
Commander-in-Chief will remain at San 
Pedro with the Battle Fleet until October 
31, then proceed to San Diego to remain 
until November 15. During the stay of 
the U.S.S. Seattle with the Battle Fleet, 
numerous conferences will be held to ar- 
range the details of the Fleet cruise to 


Honolulu next spring and the cruise to 
Australia in the summer. ; 

The Staff of the Commander-in-Chief has 
worked up the details of this cruise and in 
addition have made up the plans for the 
war games next spring. 


DUE to the heavy gunnery and exercise 
schedule of the Battle Fleet, there will 
be no details of ships to various ports for 
Armistice Day. The present schedule calls 
for all but three battleships to be under 
way for target practice on that day. It is 
probable that a limited detachment of men 
may be sent ashore in the vicinity of Los 
Angeles to participate in a small degree in 
Armistice Day Exercises. 


HE U.S.S. Meyer, which has been under 

repair at the Navy Yard, Puget Sound, 

for some months, damaged one of her main 

reduction gears on her trials on leaving 

the yard. The damage to this gear will 

probably delay the Meyer for some months 
until a new gear can be obtained. 


HE Battle Fleet has been ordered to 

transfer a large number of petty office 
ratings to the Asiatic Station via the U. 
8.8. Chaumont, sailing November 1. The 
Chaumont is now at the Navy Yard, Mare 
$sland, undergoing emergency repairs. 


ENS. OLMSTED MEMORIAL 
IS UNVEILED AT U. S. N. A. 


N Frday, October 24, 1924, a bronze 

tablet was dedicated to the memory of 
“Jerry” Olmsted, in Dahlgren Hall, by his 
bereaved classmates. This token of respect 
and esteem will be found at the head of 
the stairway leading to the balcony on the 
left-hand side as one enters. Ensign Olm- 
sted was the most popular man of the 
class of ’22. Some of the honors that came 
to him while he was in the Academy were 
those of being editor-in-chief of the class 
“Lucky Bag,’ five-striper of the regiment, 
the man to stand “one” in his class at 
the end of the four-year course, and the 
man who did more than anyone else to 
keep a great number of the more “wooden” 
members of ’22 in the Service. 

When Ensign Olmsted reported aboard 
the Wyoming after his graduation he quick- 
ly established an enviable reputation, and 
was considered one of the best junior offi- 
cers in the Fleet. Not only respected by 
his brother officers, but also loved by the 
men under him, altogether he was con- 
sidered one of the coming officers of the 
Navy. 

The young man entered the Academy 
from the enlisted personnel of the Navy, 
and was one of the numerous of those who 
made the most of the opportunities offered 
the American youth by our Navy. 

Ensign Olmsted had a brother who grad- 
uated at the head of the class of ’22 at 
West Point, and another who came to the 
Naval Academy last year and who is now 
a “star”? man in the class of ’27. He died 
in the Brooklyn Hospital of paralysis that 
set in just about a year after his gradua- 
tion. 

The family of the late Ensign Olmsted, 
and the class of 1922, extended a cordial 
invitation to the officers of the station, the 
regiment of midshipmen and all friends of 
the young man to be present at the unveil- 
oe pas dedication of the tablet at 4.45 





Midshipman Frank L. Olmsted, class of 
°27, officiated at the unveiling, Chaplain 
Evans offered the prayer, and Admiral 
Wilson delivered the address. In his 
speech Admiral Wilson said that he had 
never come in contact with a young man 
of such all-around ability before. 

At the top of the tablet appears the 
class crest of the late Ensign, and at the 
bottom the Naval Academy seal. The 
words engraved thereon are as follows: 

“In memory of Jerauld L. Olmsted; 
Born February 17, 1900; Died August 21, 
1923 ; Intellect placed him one in his class, 
character and disposition enthroned him 
in our hearts; Erected by his classmates.”

R. O. CONVENTION ASKS 
W. D. REPRESENTATION

of something more effective than mere 
money.” 

He related how American troops “crossed 
the sea in borrowed ships” and “fought 
with borrowed guns” in the last war, and 
“poured out $50,000,000,000 in frantic 
haste” of which he said “a great percentage 
went into the pockets of war _ profiteers 
or was dissipated in the confusion of our 
hastily organized inefficiency.” 

“It is because we remember these things 
that we have the National Defense Act, 
and it is for us to put this act into effect, 
else we will be where we were at the be- 
ginning of the last war. Or suppose we 
have to fight alone. Then what would our 
plight be, with no allies prepared and hold- 
ing back the enemy, with only green offi- 
cers, not knowing how to handle our men, 
and sacrificing them in every engagement, 
without sufficient arms. What would our 
wealth avail us?” 

He explained the working of the Na- 
tional Defense Act, stressing the fact that 
it makes our Army entirely a “volunteer 
service” and urged support of the Re- 
serve system and the building of it into 
an adequately trained and equipped force. 


LABOR CHIEF SPEAKS 


Mr. Cain urged government manufacture 
of war munitions as a solution of the 
peace problem. He voiced his opposition 
to “draft in time of peace,” but declared 
that “in case of invasion, and if conscrip- 
tion should be necessary, the wealth of 
the nation should be conscripted as human 
lives have been conscripted.” The best 
materials and workmanship should go in- 
to war materials and any “citizen, corpo- 
ration or other institution that places prof- 
it above life’ should be given the same 
punishment as a “traitor or spy.” 

Cain spoke as a private citizen, and not 
as a representative of the Federation of 
Labor, he said. He declared, however, 
that the attitude of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor in defense of its country has 
been established, and cited a message from 
Woodrow Wilson commending its service 
in the last war. 

Former Governor Campbell, in his ad- 
dress read by General Hough, declared the 
last war was the “culmination of all just 
and glorious and successful wars of the 
country” and that America had entered it 
with “as high and unselfish purposes as 
any war in our history.” 

Women who believe in peace at any 
price are “largely influenced by the senti- 
mental and picturesque presentation of the 
pacifist viewpoint,” Mrs. Hobart said. 
They feel that preparedness comes from 
a desire for war rather than for peace, 
and do not realize the “tremendous sacri- 
fices made through lack of preparedness,” 
she said. 





OFFICERS BLAMELESS IN 
W. VIRGINIA GROUNDING 


‘THE grounding of the West Virginia in 
Thimble Shoal Channel, June 16, was 
due to misinformation contained in the 
charts of the channel, according to the re 
port of the court of inquiry which has been 
approved by the Navy Department. 

“No blame was held to have been in- 
curred,” says the statement of the Depart- 
ment, “by any officer on board of the West 
Virginia at the time of the grounding. ‘The 
navigational data furnished the ship from 
official sources was found to have been inac 
curate and misleading, the legends on the 
charts indicating uniformly greater depth 
of water throughout the dredged channel 
of greater width than actually existed at 
the time.” 

The West Virginia at the time of the 
grounding was on a shake-down cruise 02 
which she was to take the athletic teams 
to the Olympian games at Paris.

‘HE hold-up in the promotion and ap- 
poinment of Federally recognized Na- 
ti nal Guard general officers to the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps will shortly be removed. A 
circular giving the standard specifications 
for National Guard Reserve officers has 
been approved and sent to the printer. As 
soon as it is published the stoppage in the 
appointment and promotion of National 
Guard general officers will be removed. 
The War Department does not appoint 
ceneral officers of the National Guard, but 


it decides when they should be Federally 
recognized. Under the law, as soon as 
they are Federally recognized by filing 
applications they automatically are com- 
missioned in the same grades in the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps. 

At a conference presided over by General 
Jershing, which was attended by Maj. 
Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief of the Mi- 
litia Bureau and a number of National 
Guard officers, it was agreed that the 
Militia Bureau and the National Guard 
would accept the same standard specifica- 
tions that are provided for the Reserve 
oflicers. 

GUARD OFFICER STATUS 
NDEKR this agreement, a memorandum 
was prepared for The Adjutant Gen- 

eral under date of October 7, which pro- 
vided : 

1. That all National Guard officers who 
were then K'ederally recognized would re- 
ceiye cummissions under the present regu- 
lations. 

2. That all National Guard officers who 
had filed application for Federal recogni- 
tion or tor Commissions in Keserve Corps 
on or before October 7 would be Federally 
recognized and commissioned in the Re- 
serve Corps under tne present regulations. 

3. Beginning with October 7, the Fed- 
eral recognition of general officers of the 
National Guard would be discontinued un- 
til the new regulations were put into effect. 

EFFECTIVE WHEN PRINTED 
NDER the policy of the War Depart- 
ment, the revised Reserve officer regula- 

tions will not be put into euect on the day 
of approval, but when the regulations are 
printed, published and distributed through 
official channels. There has been a great 
deal of confusion on this account because 
it had been assumed by some of the Re- 
serve officers that the regulations are now 
in effect because they have been approved 
by the Secretary of War and are being 
published in the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 

This is not sufficient to put them into ef- 
fect, as the position has been taken in the 
War Department that the authorities can 
not act intelligently until they have the 
copies of the official publication before 
them. 

Under par. 51a, A. R. 140-5, (the re- 
vised Reserve officers’ regulations), it is 
provided that standard specifications for 
appointments and promotions in the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps shall be published by 
the War Department from time to time. 

The standard specifications come under 
the provisions of the new regulations which 
provide for certificates of capacity upon 
which is determined the eligibility for a 
Reserve officer appointment and promotion. 

REVISE GUARD REGULATIONS 
this connection, under the National 

Guard regulations which are now being 
revised by a board of the General Staff 
and National Guard officers, the same 
standard specifications are to be adopted 
for the National Guard as are provided 
for Reserve officers. This policy applies 
to all grades in the National Guard and 
Reserve officers. The general officers of 
the National Guard are being dealt with 
separately and the standard specifications 
have been prepared and sent to the printer. 

The same standards for Federal recogni- 
tion of National Guard officers will be main- 
tained by the War Department as are pro- 
vided for Reserve officers. 

It is realized that the Federal Govern- 
ment, in recognizing National Guard offi- 
cers, must maintain the same standards of 
examination that are required for Reserve 
officers in their appointment and promo- 
tion as automatically National Guard offi- 
are commissioned in the Reserve 
Corps. This has been agreed to by repre- 
sentatives of the National Guard as well 
as the Militia Bureau. 

The new regulations, which will go in- 
to effect as soon as they are printed, pro- 
vide that the National Guard general offi- 
cers shall take the same examination and 
demonstrate their capacity to command as

is provided in the Reserve officers’ regula- 
tions. With their publication, the Feder- 
al recognition of general officers of the 
National Guard will be resumed. 


NAVY PAY LITIGATION 

S the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL is go- 

ing to press, the attorneys of the Gov- 
ernment are presenting arguments in the 
District Supreme Court to show why a 
temporary injunction should not be issued 
against the Secretary of the Navy, the 
Comptroller General and Lt. B. F. Lank- 
ford in the Cox case. The Cox case is an 
action brought in the District Court to 
test the validity of Alnav 24, which pro- 
vides for the deduction of not to exceed 
20 per cent of the pay of Navy Officers 
who have been checked by the Comptroller 
General on their allowance for dependents. 
The case is brought by a committe of 
Naval officers. 

While the granting of a temporary in- 
junction would give the Navy officers an 
advantage, it is in no way vital to the final 
outcome of the litigation. The courts are 
not inclined to grant injunctions against 
the head of an executive department and 
may insist upon a full presentation of the 
evidence and law in the case before taking 
any action. 

In all probability the case will go up 
to the Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia without regard to the decision 
in the Supreme Court of the District. 
Sure it is that the complainants will carry 
the case up if the lower court does not ren- 
der a deeision in their favor. In the event 
that the Courts finally refuse to consider 
the case, holding that the complainants can 
secure relief in the Court of Claims, the 
all probability, take 
it to that court. : 

While the attorneys for the committee will 
welcome any endeavor to force the issue 
on the constitutionality of the law creating 
the Comptroller’s office, it is admitted that 
it is difficult to get such a question before 
the court. The courts are not inclined to 
pass on the constitutionality of any law 
and especially those affecting the executive 
departments unless the issue comes before 
the courts in a way that it must be decided. 


SECRETARY FOR TREATY NAVY 


OF special significance was the speech of 
the Secretary of the Navy which was 
broadcast on October 27 as the chief ad- 
dress of Navy Day. The Secretary assumed 
a more aggressive attitude in his demand 
for a treaty navy in this address than in 
any of his public utterances since he has 
taken charge of the Navy Department. 

The speech is generally negarded at 
Washington as a forecast of the attitude 
that the Navy Department will assume in 
asking for legislation at the ‘approaching 
session of Congress. It has done much to 
dispel the feeling of uncertainty that existed 
in National Defense circles as to the atti- 
tued of the Administration toward the 
Navy. , 

The daily press seized upon a discussion 
of the Air Service problem by President 
Coolidge and construed it as meaning that 
the Administration had changed its policy 
and would not insist upon legislation for 
the modernization of the Fleet and for 
the authorization of the Navy Depart- 
ment’s cruiser and submarine program. 

Under these conditions the utterances of 
the Secretary of the Navy on Navy Day 
renewed the courage of National Defense 
advocates and, no doubt, will result in an 
aggressive action at the approaching ses- 
sion. 

WANTS GUN ELEVATION 


N referring to the proposition for the 
elevation of the guns of the older bat- 
tleships, the Secretary said: 

“As modern battles will be fought at 
long ranges, the power of our Navy 
must not be measured by the energy 
of the guns at the muzzle, but by the 
blow they can deliver at long ranges. 
This power has constantly increased. 
Our Navy in 1865 was the greatest in 
the world—the range of the guns was 
little over a mile—but our Navy of to- 
day can deliver a blow 16 miles from 
the ship six times as great as that 
which the Navy of 1865 could deliver 
at one mile. 

“Some of our guns can not shoot 
this far, not because they are not pow- 
erful enough, but because the gun mech- 
anism does not permit them to be ele- 
vated sufficiently to do so. Subject to 
the construction of the treaty for the 
limitation of armament, we are ask- 
ing Congress to permit this gun eleva- 
tion so that our Fleet may have a 


maximum efficiency at long range. 

This will make our Fleet homogeneous 

and be of great assistance in Fleet 

action.” 

This is an advance over .the policy of 
the Navy Department at last session. Last 
session, Representative Britten of Illinois 
proposed an amendment to the cruiser bill 
providing for the elevation of the guns. 
He did not have the support of the Ad- 
ministration at the time, and the amend- 
ment failed. Further than this, the author- 
ization of the appropriation of $11,000,000 
for the elevation of the guns was repealed 
upon the motion of Chairman Madden of 
the House Committee on Appropriations 
without a protest from the Administration. 
It is not believed that Secretary Wilbur 
would have made this declaration in his 
=— without the approval of the Presi- 
ent. 

HUGHES’ ATTITUDE 

‘THE Secretary of the Navy appears to 

have won in a quiet contest which has 
been going on with the State Department. 
There is an impression that Secretary of 
State Hughes was really opposed to the 
elevation of the guns, although he has never 
committed himself in public on the subject. 

Incidentally, the Secretary of the Navy 
insisted that Senator King and Senator 
Pittman, both Democrats, were responsible 
for the defeat of the cruiser bill. This 
puts the administration on record in an 
indirect, but none the less positive manner 
in favor of the early passage of the bill 
that will inaugurate the modernization of 
the Fleet. 

To carry out the policy announced in 
his speech, the cruiser bill should be 
amended to include an authorization for 
the elevation of the guns. It is confidently 
believed that the Secretary, with the ap- 
proval of the President, will make this 
recommendation upon the convening of 
Congress. 

On this subject the Secretary said: 

“England has completed more air- 
craft carriers than we have. We have 
not fallen behind in the treaty ratio 
in aircraft carriers, but we have not 
yet built up to it. England has more 
scout cruisers than we have—she had 
more when the treaty was entered 
into and has built more since. We are 
building more, but we have not built 
up to her. We have asked Congress 
to appropriate more money for our air- 
craft carriers, in order to complete 
them, and to authorize needed repairs 
to our battleships; to modernize these 
ships in accordance with the treaty 
and to authorize an increase in the 
number of submarines and _ scout 
crulsers. 

“The Budget Bureau and the Presi- 

dent authorized most of our requests. 
The House of Representatives passed 
the necessary bills. They also passed 
the Senate, but Senator King of Utah, 
a Democrat, moved to reconsider the 
bills, and when they came up for con- 
sideration Senator Pittman of Nevada, 
a Democrat, began a filibuster which 
he continued until Congress adjourned, 
and thus, although the President was 
in the Capitol ready to sign the bills, 
we were left until next session, start- 
ing this December, for the needed legis- 
lation to put our battleships in con- 
dition. 

“I do not charge the Democratic 
Party with defeating this legislation, 
because both Republicans and Demo- 
erats practically unanimously voted 
for the needed legislation. I do say, 
however, that it does not lie in the 
mouth of the nominee of the Democrat- 
ic Party for the Presidency to charge 
the administration with dereliction con- 
cerning the Navy when the needed leg- 


islation proposed by the administration . 
was defeated by two Democratic Sen- 
ators.” 

ASKS INCREASED PERSONNEL 

In the course of his speech the Secretary 
also declared that the American Navy was 
only 80 per cent of the strength of the 
British sea force. He also indicated that 
the Navy is below its strength in officers 
and men. A significant paragraph in his 
speech on this subject is as follows: 

“An adequate Navy will give us an 
opportunity to enlist, train and equip 
an army to repel an invasion, for we 
are opposed to a great standing army 
or ‘to compulsory military service. One 
hundred and thirty thousand trained 
men in a modern Navy would hold the 
first line of defense, while an Army 
is being formed.” 

The strength of the Navy at present is 
86,000, and evidently the Secretary thinks 
that this is one of the deficiencies of our 
sea force. While contending that the 
United States is striving fo peace, the Sec- 
retary throughout his speech pleaded for 
the maintenance of a treaty Navy. 


NAVY WINE MESS GHOST 

A§ a reminder of the old wine mess days, 

the Secretary of the Navy, this week, 
authorized the sale of bottled carbonated 
beverages on the Fleet. An order was is- 
sued which will permit Navy storekeepers 
to sell all kinds of non-alcoholic beverages. 
This was not accomplished until after ex- 
tended hearings which were granted the 
American bottlers of carbonated beverages, 
the national trade organization of the man- 
ufacturers of soda water. 

The wine mess was abolished in the 
Daniels’ administration even before pro- 
hibition had been put into effect throughout 
the country. With alcoholie beverages went 
all forms of carbonated waters, or any- 
thing that had the appearance of an in- 
toxicant. Under the regulations only small 
sized grape juice was permitted, and the 
former Secretary not only made the Navy 
dry but gave the country a grape-juice 


Navy. 
GEN. BUTLER’S LEAVE 

ACCORDING to the reports from Phila- 

delphia, the differences that were de- 
veloping between Brig. Gen. Smedley But- 
ler, U.S.M.C., and the Mayor have been ad- 
justed. It is stated that the Mayor will 
ask the President to extend the leave of 
General Butler after January 1, when it 
expires. 

The affair is being handled entirely by 
the President, as it will be recalled the 
Secretary of the Navy objected to General 
Butler leaving the Corps even temporarily 
to act as Director of Public Safety of 
Philadelphia, 

When inquiry was made at the White 
House as to whether the Mayor had asked 
for an extension of General Butler’s leave 
it was stated that no communications have 
been received on the subject. The spokes- 
man for the White House stated that the 
President had no intention of taking up 
the subject until the date upon which Gen- 
eral Butler’s leave of absence expires. 

NAVY RELIEF PROBLEMS 

‘THE question of the relief of officers 

afloat in June will come up for final 
decision in the Navy Department, it is ex- 
pected, in the next week or ten days. Not 
in recent years has the Department been 
called upon to solve a more perplexing 
problem. There is at present a shortage 
in the funds for transportation of the Navy. 
No change of station or transfer is being 
made that can be avoided. The first ques- 
tion when a vacancy occurs that is consid- 
ered is where is the nearest officer to fill 
the place. Often the Department would 
prefer another officer for assignment on ac- 
count of his special fitness but is unable to 
select him because of the cost of the trans- 
portation for his transfer.

Major 
Churchill, Senior Infantry Instructor, wel- 
comed General Wells to the school and the 
General replied in an interesting explana- 
tion of the recent accomplishments and fu- 
ture aims of the Infantry School.

of a C.R. The demonstration witnessed by 
General Wells was Technique and Tactics 
of Infantry Fire and Weapons. és 
The 56,000-acre reservation at Fort Sill 
presents a variety of terrain unexcelled 
for the presentation of tactical and tech- 
nical demonstrations. Utilizing tracer am- 
munition and firing on groups of targets 
emplaced on freshly burnt prairie, the ef- 
fect of all types of Infantry fire from the 
various weapons was most clearly, ap- 
parent. The tracers enabled the Artillery 
students to see the flight of the bullets, 
and the shot strikes were perfectly pat- 
terned on the blackboard of burnt grass. 
The series were prepared with the view 
of presenting to the Artillery students those 
features of Infantry organization and tac- 
tics. Of particular interest to. the Artil- 
leryman is the opportunity to visualize the 
appearance of the hostile Infantry as a tar- 
get in the approach and attack, and the 
appearance of our own Infantry over whom 
theif supporting fires must be delivered.

After the last sensing and 
reporting to the ground station the planes 
flew home to Logan Field in time to get 
there just before dark. While observing 
the plane flew at an approximate altitude 
of 4000 feet.

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THIRD CAVALRY HORSE 
WINS WARRENTON RIDE 


HAT the 1924 Eastern Endurance Ride 
held at Warrenton, Va., last week, was 


onsidered to be over the hardest route 
that has ever been followed, and was a 
gost thorough test of horse and rider, 


was the consensus of opinion of those par- 
ticipating in this gruelling test. Of the 18 


jorses Starting in this ride, seven com- 
yleted the ride and five were awarded 
prizes. The horses were placed as follows : 


1st :Peggy, 7-Sths thoroughbred by Gana- 
ore. belonging to Troop F, 3d Cavalry, 
Fort Myer, Va., and ridden by Private 
Matthewson, 

2d: Donwell, Grade Morgan 
Mr. C. C. Stillman and ridden by 
Fretz. 

qd: Lillian Russell, Grade thoroughbred, 
purchased in England and owned by Capt. 
M. S. Daniels, ridden by Maj. Kenna G.

4th: Pathfinder, thoroughbred, owned by 
Remount Service, ridden by Maj. C. L.

In commenting upon the 1924 ride, Maj. 
(. L. Seott, on duty in the Remount Ser- 
vice, Quartermaster Corps, said: 

“The weather was perfect this year, but 
creat difficulty was encountered with 
sratches. There was only one horse in 
the entire 18 that was not troubled with 
sratches. This was due to the number 
of cold streams that were crossed and the 
chilling winds, and then work immediately 
over dirt and sandy roads. 

“The most interesting feature of the ride 
this vear was the continuation of the judg- 
ing for 48 hours after the ride. The re- 
cuperative power of all the horses was 
nothing short of marvelous. For instance, 
Donwell got a score of perfect condition. 
He weighed in at the finish of the ride 
10 pounds lighter than when he started, 
and 24 hours after the ride he weighed 40 
pounds more than when he started. 

Pathfinder, the morning after the ride, 
weighed? the same that he did when he 
started, and 24 hours after weighed 15 
pounds more than when he started. Ma- 
ior S, 24 hours after the ride, regained his 
normal weight. 

“The winner, Peggy, was a most remark- 
able horse. She looked at all times as. if 
she was out for a little pleasure ride with 
no weight on her. She was interested in 
the country, and the rider had great dif- 
feultvy in holding her down to nine hours 
a day. and she could have made the course 
in much less time. 

“She was willing to trot up hill and down 
hill. over all kinds of rocky going, and at 
no time showed the slightest fatigue. She 
was troubled, however, with little scratches, 
« did not get a perfect condition score. 
The Morgan horse, Donwell, was absolutely 
perfect in condition and was given a per- 
fect score. He did not change one iota 
during the entire ride. 

“Pathfinder, who has now completed four 
rides and has been in the money in all o 
them, was not in her usual condition. She 
had just returned from a_ hard trip to 
Europe for the Olympic Games. She has 
been constantly in training since the 1923 
ride and made a most remarkable perform- 
ance in being able to complete the ride af- 
ter so long and strenuous work.”

ATTENTION is invited to the case of 
a colonel with over 27 years’ service,

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TWO NAVAL AVIATORS ARE 
KILLED IN PLANE CRASHES 


HE Naval Air Service on the Pacific 
Coast suffered two fatal accidénts on 
Thursday, October 16. 

Comdr. Gratton C. Dichman, U.S.N., 
Commanding Observation Squadron 2, Air- 
craft Squadrons, Battle Fleet, was burned 
to death when the DH plane he was pilot- 
ing crashed at the Municipal Airport, Glen- 
dale, Calif. Commander Dichman, with 
two other planes of his squadron, had 
landed at Glendale for fuel after escorting 
the Shenandoah from San Diego to Los 
Angeles. On taking off from the field, 
which is a small one, the wing of his plane 
hit the top of a hangar and careened into 
the high-tension wires suspended across 
one end of the field. The plane crashed 
and immediately caught fire. Although 
every eifort was made by the. spectators 
present, the crash and fire occurred so 
quickly that it was impossible to save 
Commander Dichman. 

Aviation Chief Machinist Mate Joseph 
M. Forsio, a passenger with Commander 
Dichman, was dragged from the plane and 
escaped with slight injuries. 

Commander Dichman’s death came as a 
great shock to the officers of the Battle 
Fleet, and especially to those associated 
with him in the Aircraft Squadrons. 

Hie had been attached to the Aircraft 
Squadrons since June of the present year, 
and was the senior squadron commander. 
Commander Dichman was first assigned to 
aviation before the United States entered 
the World War, and during part of the 
War served with the aviation forces in 
France. He returned to aviation duties in 
1920 and has remained in aviation since 
that time. 

Commander Dichman leaves a widow 
o— pwe children now residing in Coronado, 
Calif, 

On the same afternoon in which Com- 
mander Dichman was killed a fatal ac- 
cident, resulting in the death of Ensign 
Merritt J. Flanders, U.S.N., and Aviation 
Chief Rigger R. H. Kerr, U.S.N., occurred 
at the Naval Air Station, San Diego. 

This accident was the result of a col- 
lision in the air between a fighting plane 
piloted by Gunner W. M. Coles and a 
Vought plane from the Naval Air Station, 
piloted by Kerr, having Ensign Flanders 
as a passenger. Both planes crashed to 
a complete wreck following the collision. 
Gunner Cole escaped by jumping from his 
plane and using the parachute. Ens 
Flanders was attached to the U. S. 8. 
Vega, now loading cargo at San Diego 
for the East Coast.

through such missions. In other words, 
the Shenandoah’s trip proves the practica- 
bility of lighter-than-air craft for certain 
types of work, in the same way the Army 
flight around the earth proved the capabili- 
ties of the Douglas World Cruisers. 
These suecessful accomplishments  in- 
stead of producing content should cause 
an unquenchable desire to have sufficient 
of these ships and of the men capable of 
handling them to gain the maximum effect 
from their use in both peace and war.

NEWTON W. BAKER’S EXAMPLE 
TO PACIFISTS 


HE former Secretary of War, Newton 

W. Baker, made a speech the past week 
which every pacifist should read and seri- 
ously consider. While doing so, they should 
remember that he addressed the Reserve 
Officers’ Association, assembled in its an- 
nual convention at Columbus, Ohio, and 
by invitation. In other words, the repre- 
sentatives of the men who are being ac- 
cused by pacifists all over the country of 
being militarists, invited to address them 
a man well known as a pacifist. 

“T am a pacifist,” said Mr. Baker. “I 
am a pacifist in my belief in adequate, 
sane preparedness on the part of any free 
people to defend its liberties.” In other 


words, Mr. Baker firmly believes that the 
only route to true peace must be by thea 


insurance of the continuation of those prin- 
ciples which make life worth while. 

“Pure pacifism is not the means to peace, 
It must become a constructive impulse 
rather than a pious wish.” Here is the 
recognition of the fact that the route to 
peace laid out by the pure pacifists via 
disarmament and other means, which, fail- 
ing to recognize the true causes of war, will 
bring not the peace which they desire, but 
only the war which they detest, 

“Impetus towards war never has come 

*from preparedness in the United States, 
nor has it had any encouragement from the 
military. No war in which the United 
States has ever engaged has been caused, 
agitated or encouraged by any military 
man or body. The Army has always been 
for peace until war broke out.” Here is a 
frank statement of a fact capable of infinite 
proof. Yet the pacifists continually deny 
this fact through their insistent, unjustifi- 
able and insulting attacks upon the motives 
of the personnel of the Army and Navy. 

Mr. Baker when he became Secretary of 
War was an avowed pacifist and openly 
held many of the views common to paci- 
fists. Mr. Baker, however, used his intel- 
ligence and his broad-mindedness during 
his period of office, which included our 
participation in the Great War. As a con- 
sequence, from his own personal experience, 
and there is no better way of learning facts, 
he found out the many fallacies permeating 
pacifist propaganda. 

Being a mentally honest man and big 
enough to admit mistakes he has not only 
abandoned these fallacies but never hesi- 
tates to preach the truth nor has recogni- 
tion of the truth of the necessity for pre- 
paredness in any way dulled his desire for 
peace on earth and good will towards men. 








LUTHERANS ARE STILL. FOR GOD 
AND COUNTRY. 


HE happenings of the past ten years 

have undoubtedly strengthened belief in 
religion on the part of many. At the same 
time, particularly since the close of the 
war, faith in the power of many ministers 
of the Gospel and some churches to inter- 
pret religion has steadily declined. IIl- 
considered sermons by pastors and _ hastily 
passed resolutions by church conferences 
based on narrow prejudices full of abuse 
of the motives of others and entirely lack- 
ing in that spirit of charity which pervades 
true religion are undoubtedly largely re- 
sponsible. 

Therefore, any sign of a return to the 
fundamental idea that the survival of 
principles is of more importance than the 
suffering of human beings must be wel- 
comed. 

The United Lutheran church conference 
at Chicago the past week adopted a resolu- 
tion reaffirming its position that Christians 
may fight in a just war. 








SECRETARY WILBUR WANTS NAVY 
FIT TO FIGHT 
THE Navy Day radio talk by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy will tend to remove 
the cloud of discouragement which has been 
gradually settling upon the Navy and its 
friends. In it he promised to seek from 
Congress the authority and appropriations 
needed to bring our Navy up to the 5-5-3 
ratio established by the treaties emanating 
from the Washington Arms Conference. 
He specifically mentioned the necessity to 
alter our gun-mounts in such a way as to 
permit our guns being fired at the same 
ranges as the similar pieces of other 
powers. 

The essence of land or sea power in 
time of war is the ability to damage the 
enemy. The tendency of the non-profes- 
sional mind in thinking of armies and 
navies is to underestimate this essential 
fact, or to stray entirely from it, because 
of the brilliancy of some idea which, strik- 
ing the fancy, neglects hard truths. Long 
periods of peace have a_ tendency, even 
among professionals, to induce over-empha- 
sis of the value of speed of movement or 
mobility; this even though obtained at the 
expense of power to damage the enemy, 
once he is come up with. 

Civilians without instruction or war ex- 
perience are still inclined to picture bat- 
tles on land and sea as more or less of a 
scrimmage at close range, each side in 
plain sight of the other. 

In long periods of peace professional 
military men have a tendency to lag be- 
hind in bringing into existence the means 
of controlling the fire of their weapons 
at the steadily increasing ranges which im- 
provements in gun and projectile construc- 
tion and powder-making steadily brings 
bout. In war, two things always happen, 


regardless of peace-time, non-professional 
ideas or professional doctrine: 

1. The people who do the fighting 
steadily demand more and more fire 
power, no matter how difficult the 
mobility problems connected with pro- 
ducing it. 

2. Weapons are invariably used at 
their extreme ranges, because of the 
tremendous advantage accruing to 
striking first. 

The last war demonstrated these two 
facts beyond any chance of dispute. No 
gun or projectile was too heavy or too 
difficult to transport to be brought into the 
field and used. No range was too great to 
prevent some means being devised, and 
successfully used. of observing the result 
of the fire and reporting it back to the 
guns, 

The essence of power in war on land and 
.sea is the ability to hit harder than the 
other side, and commence hitting first. No 
matter how powerful our ships, if they are 
denied the range at which other ships 
“an fight they are at a hopeless disad- 
vantage.

Commander Dichman was one of the first 
25 Naval officers to take up aviation duty 
when he was assigned to the U.S.S. North 
Carolina, the first Naval vessel equipped 
to carry aircraft. His training as a Naval 
aviator was received at the Naval Air Sts- 
tion at Pensacola, Fla. 

Prominent in athletics at the Naval 
Academy and captain of the Navy fencing 
team, of which he was a member through- 
out his term at the Academy, Commander 
Dichman saw varied service in all classes 
of Naval ships subsequent to his gradua- 
tion. He was selected to command the 
first aviation detachment to arrive in 
France after the outbreak of the war, and 
while overseas qualified as a French Naval 
aviator and French military aviator. He 
commanded Naval air stations at Mout- 
chic, Le Cannau and Brest. At the time 
of his death he was attached to the Air- 
craft Squadrons of the Battle Fleet.

57. Methods of Separation.—Appointments in 

the Officers’ Reserve Corps are terminated by 


death, by resignation, by vacation of appoint- 
ment, by discharge, by expiration of term of ap- 
pointment, by dismissal, or by dropping from the 
rolls, 

58. Death.—The death of a reserve officer on 
active duty will be reported as provided in Army 
Regulations; when in active status, it will be 
reported by his immediate commanding officer 
giving place, date and _ circumstances—to The 
Adjutant General through military channels. All 
persons in the military service are enjoined to 
report the death of any reserve officer in inactive 
status coming under their notice, should they have 
reason to believe that such report will not other- 
wise be made. Each report of death should, 
whenever practicable, include the name, address 
and degree of relationship of the nearest relative. 








59. Resignation.—Resignations of reserve of- 
fers in whatever duty status will be forwarded, 
through military channels, to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral. They will be tendered in letter form, will 
be unconditional, and will contain a statement of 
the reasons for which submitted. A _ reserve of- 
ficer appointed during the existence of a state of 
wir, if he submits his resignation, shall be en- 
titled to have his resignation accepted within six 
mouths after the war is terminated. 

60. Vacation ef Appointment.—Any reserve of- 
fiver who accepts an appointment in the service 
of the United States as an officer of the Regular 
Army, or who accepts an appointment in a differ- 
ent grade in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, thereby 
vacates his former reserve appointment. 

61. Discharge.—Any reserve officer may be dis- 
charged at any time in the discretion of the Presi- 
dent. Discharge will be the form of separation in 
all cases not otherwise covered, including the fol- 
lowing: 

a. Incompatible occupation or office.—An en- 
listment or the acceptance of a commission in the 
U. S. Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Naval 
Reserve, or Revenue Cutter Service are incompat- 
ible with the holding of an appointment in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, and any reserve officer 
who so engages himself shall be discharged. Any 
other occupation or office or obligation for any 
duty in a national emergency in conflict with the 
proper performance of his duties as an officer of 
the Army that may be determined upon as incom- 
patible will likewise operate to his discharge. 








b. Physical disqualification.—For reserve  of- 
ficers in active or inactive status, requests or 
recommendations for discharge by reason of phys- 
ical disqualification will be forwarded through 
military channels to corps area commanders, who 
will forward them to the War Department with 
Suitable evidence and recommendation for determi- 
nation as to discharge or transfer to another sec- 
tion of the Officers’ Reserve Corps or waiver of 
physical disqualification. (See par. 6 ¢). 
©. Misconduct or other unfitness.—Reports of 
misconduct or other unfitness of reserve officers 
will, in time of peace, be forwarded to the corps 
‘rea commander, The latter will cause such in- 
vestigation to be made as he may deem necessary 
elving the officer an opportunity to present his side 
of the case. If the investigation indicates unfit- 
ness to be continued as a reserve officer, the au- 
thority causing the investigation will inform the 
office r of the alleged misconduct, or unfitness, and 
afford him an opportunity to resign. If the op- 
portunity of resignation is declined the authority 
causing the investigation will direct further in- 
Yestigation by a board of not less than three of- 
fiers of suitable grade and section, all of whom 
preferably, shall be reserve officers : regular officers 
may be used in the event suitable reserve officers 
are not available.

e. Failure to reply to communications, ete.— 
Reserve officers who habitually fail to reply to 
official communications, or to notify the Adjutant 
General of change of address, may be discharged. 

t. Miscellaneous. — Circumstances may arise 
not otherwise provided for in these regulations 
that render desirable the discharge of a reserve 


officer. Such circumstances’ will be reported 
through military channels to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral, with recommendations. 


62. Expiration of Appointment.—Except during 
the existence of a state of war, the appointment 
of a reserve officer terminates upon expiration of 
the term for which he was appointed, unless other- 
wise terminated prior thereto. 


63. Dismissal.—The dismissal or dropping from 
the rolls of a reserve officer will occur only when 
on active duty and is governed by the 118th Ar- 
ticle of War. 

64. Place of Separation.—Resignation, or rec- 
ommendation for separation of a reserve officer on 
active duty, should carry with it information as 
to the place desired for separation.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES 


HE Militia Bureau recently announced 
the following change in Paragraph 821, 
National Guard Regulations: 

“(Changed by C.N.G.R. No. 7.) PREPA- 
RATION OF REQUISITIONS. a. Form 
and purpose. All requisitions will be sub- 
mitted on Q.M.C. Form No. 160, and will 
indicate clearly whether the property requi- 
sitioned for is to be issued as initial equip- 
ment or for replacement. 

“b. Shipping and mail addresses. All 
requisitions will contain complete shipping 
address of the officer (name, rank, organiza- 
tion, street, building or armory address, 
city and State) to whom the property is 
to be shipped. If mail address of consignee 
is different from address to which the sup- 
plies are to be shipped, statement to that 
effect should be entered on the requisition, 
and desired mail address should be added. 


“ce, Certificate to be appended. The fol- 
lowing certificate, signed by the governor 
of the State or an officer of the National 
Guard of the State designated to make 
requisitions in the name of the governor, 
(the officer so designated should be the 
Property and Disbursing Officer for the 
United States in the State), will be en- 
tered upon the face of, or attached to, each 
requisition : 

“I certify that the articles enumerated 
in this requisition are required by the Na- 
tional Guard of the State of......... nae 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 19...., 
under the provisions of section.........., 
National Defense Act, and that the State 
has adequate and suitable storage facilities 
for the safekeeping and preservation of the 
property.”

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SEATTLE OFFICERS FORM 
NEW WINTER PLATTSBURG 


THE following is a copy of parts of the 
secretary’s minutes of a meeting held 
in Seattle on Saturday, October 11, 1924, 
at which a “Winter Plattsburg” course was 
organized for the ensuing winter. 

“Capt. Orville Jackson, Q.M.C., 
Depot Quartermaster, presided. 

“Immediately after luncheon Captain 
Jackson stated the purpose of the meet- 
ing and introduced Lt. Col. Walter A. 
Dempsey, the representative of the Quar- 
termaster General. 

“Lieutenant Colonel Denoey made a 
splendid address, appealing to the patriot- 
ism, the business and economic judgment 
and the good citizenship of all’ those pres- 
ent. He related how Maj. Gen. W. H. 
Hart, the Quartermaster General, has long 
been trying to solve the problem of bring- 
ing the officers of the Q. M. Reserve Corps, 
the civilian business interests and the Quar- 
termaster General's Office into a co-ordi- 
nated whole so that in time of national 
stress the page ag song a a = 

sition to fully live up to its slogan, 
“service for the Line,” and do it with 100 
per cent efficiency without disrupting the 
business and economic conditions of the 
business world, thereby preventing chaos, 
profiteering and all the other disturbing 
elements resulting therefrom. 

“Colonel Dempsey then proposed the plan 
of a ‘Winter Plattsburg,’ briefly outlined 
its plan of operation and the possibilities 
it held forth. He stated that the plan was 
tested in New York city last winter and 
proved so successful that not only will the 
school be held this winter but, also, that 
similar schools have been established in 
Washington, D. C., Chicago, IIL, Salt Lake, 
Utah, and that after Seattle, Wash., he 
hoped to establish schools at Portland, 
Ore., San Francisco, Cal., Denver, Colo., 
and Cleveland, Ohio. Boston and Phila- 
delphia are included in the cities where 
schools have been formed. 

“Captain Jackson then proposed that we 
form the Seattle Winter Plattsburg and 
proceed with the election of officers and 
that nominations for President were in 
order. Lt. Col. James H. Como placed in 
nomination the name of Maj. W. B. Brin-

ton, Q.M., O.R.C.; the nomination was 
seconded, no further nominations, Major 
Brinton was elected by acclamation and 


thereupon took the chair. 

“The Chair then called for nominations 
for the office of Secretary; Capt. O. Jack- 
son placed in nomination the name of Capt. 
H. W. L. Niemeyer; the motion was duly 
seconded and, there being no further nomi- 
nations, Captain Niemeyer was elected by 
acclamation. 

“Colonel Como then stated that the Met- 
ropolitan Building Co. had offered the use 
of the directors’ room in the Henry Build- 
ing for the use of the Winter Plattsburg 
without cost, and suggested that we now 
decide upon the meeting night and whether 
we should meet once a month or oftener; 
after some discussion it was moved by Col. 
Chas. H. Alden, Q.M., O.R.C., that we meet 
the first and third Thursday of each month 
in the Directors’ Room in the Henry Build- 
ing; the motion was duly seconded and 
carried, 

“The Chair next called for nominations 
for the office of Assistant Secretary of 


War. Lieutenant Lawson nominated Mr. 
Nathan Eckstein, general manager of 
Schwabacher Bros. & Co., and Captain 


Williams nominated Lieutenant J. H. Tay- 
lor; both nominations having been sec- 
onded and, upon motion, nominations closed, 
the ballot was taken by raising the right 
hand, Lieutenant Taylor receiving five 
votes and Mr. Eckstein such a large ma- 
jority that they were not counted. Captain 
Orville Jackson, who had been nominated 
in a neat speech stated that he very much 
appreciated the honor, but as he was to 
be an instructor he desired his name with- 
drawn. 

“Lieutenant Colonel Como then an- 
nounced that word had just been received 
of the appointment of Maj. Frank McDer- 
mott, president and general manager of the 
Bon Marche as the Quartermaster General 
and of Colonel Como and Captain Jackson 
as instructors.”

ARMY HAS 50 VACANCIES 
IN MEDICAL DEPARTMENT 


STEPS were recently taken by Maj. Gen, 

Merritte W. Ireland, Surgeon General 
of the Army, to equalize the vacancies as 
they occur in the Medical Corps. At the 
present time there are 50 vacancies in this 
corps, which number will be increased by 
several more due to the resignation of of- 
ficers. Only six candidates presented them- 
selves at the last examination held, and 
by conveying information to the leading 
medical schools of the country pertaining 
to the medical branch of the Army it is 
expected that a sufficient number of quali- 
fied candidates will become interested and 
enter the service. 

At present there are four vacancies in the 
Dental Corps, but it is not expected that 
an examination will be held to fill these 
for some time to come. About 20 ean- 
didates took the examination for appoint- 
ment in the Medical Administrative Corps 
on October 11. There are at present two 
vacancies in this branch, which number 
will, in all probability, be augmented by 
two additional vacancies in the near future. 

In the Veterinary Service there are, at 
present, two vacancies which will be in- 
creased by a third shortly. An examina- 
tion for appointment as second lieutenant 
in this corps will be held at the various 
posts and stations from December 1 to 6, 
inclusive, within the United States only. 
Due to the fact that there is a serious 
shortage of veterinary officers, the War 
Department has announced that these va- 
cancies will be filled as soon as practicable, 


“GENERAL WOOD REFUTES 
MANILA RIOT REPORTS 


HE following cablegram, dated October 
22, has been received from General 
Wood: 

“No occasion for alarm over reports of 
riots in Manila. This was a Filipino anti- 
Chinese demonstration which at one time 
threatened to be serious, but was quickly 
gotten under control. It started from a 
fight in a tienda and the people were in- 
flamed by reports that a number of Fil- 
ipinos had been killed. 

“An irresponsible and sensational dialect 
paper, the Watawat, added to the difficulty 
by publishing a report that 80 Filipinos 
had been killed by Chinese at Shanghai 
and that the Chinese cooks and storekeep- 
ers in Manila were poisoning food. 

“All quiet now. No disturbances in the 
provinces except in one instance, not seri- 
ous, due to statements in above paper. 
Public order throughout the islands ex- 
cellent. Business conditions unusually 
good. The government moving smoothly.”

KILLS SHIP’S CAPTAIN 


Alleged Rumrunner’s Refusal 
To Halt Proves Fatal 
To Him 


SENECA’S CREW PRAISED 


THE U. S. Coast Guard cutter, Seneca, 

Capt. Eugene Blake commanding, using 
gunfire, killed Captain Joyce, of the motor- 
poat K-13091, an alleged rum-runner, off 
Sandy Hook upon his refusal to halt when 
ordered. 

The accuracy of the Coast Guardsmen 
manning the machine-gun and their prompt 
action in dealing with the alleged rum- 
runners was the subject of favorable com- 
ment by the press, according to report. 

When the motor boat K-13091, was start- 
ing for the Narrows, after the alleged pur- 
chasing of whisky from one of the vessels 
in rum row, she was sighted by the Seneca 


running without lights. 

The cutter gave chase and ordered the 
fleeing craft to lie to. The K-13091 paid 
no heed to the command, or to the warning 
shots fired over her bow, but threw some 
of her cargo overboard and put on increased 
speed, 

Then the gun crew of the Seneca, under 
Ens. William H. Newman, U.S.C.G., dem- 
onstrated that open defiance of the law was 
serious. The cutter fired at the hull of 
the K-13091, hitting Capt. Joyce of the 
motor boat, in the right knee. The bullet 
severed a femoral artery from which the 
wounded man died 10 minutes later. 

Even after the captain was hit the motor 
boat failed to stop, until the Seneca was 
about to fire another spray of bullets. The 
two men in the motor boat constituting 
her crew were placed under arrest, and 
the boat was taken in tow to New York 
city.

SIGNAL CORPS HAS BIG 
DISPLAY AT N. Y. SHOW 


‘IAT the Signal Corps of the Army of- 
fered the most complete display of radio 
equipment, was the concensus of opinion 
of those attending the 17th Annual Elec- 
trical and Industrial Exposition, held last 
week at Grand Central Palace, New York 
city.

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WAR DEPARTMENT HAS 
NEW ATHLETIC POLICY 


Adjutant General Declares 
Against Star Officer 
Elevens 


DESIRES ENLISTED TEAMS: 


SIDE from the General and Special 
Service Schools, all football teams, 
after January 1, are to be composed of 
enlisted men, according to the War De- 
partment, as announced through a_ circu- 


lar letter sent to the Chiefs of Branches and 
‘ommanding Generals of the Corps Areas. 


This applies to baseball, basketball and 
soccer teams organized in the Army. Al- 
hough one officer is permitted on each 


eam, it is stated that normally all of the 
eams should be composed of enlisted men. 

The War Department disapproves of the 
rganization of all-star teams and insists 
that athletics should be conducted to en- 
‘ourage the participation in all sports by 
‘nlisted men. The circular, it is stated, 
will upset the plans of athletic leaders in 
the Army for the development of all-star 
eams from graduates of the academies and 
schools, 

This, it is stated at the War Depart- 
ment, is the very purpose of the cireular, 
as the Army is not going out so much to 
win games with colleges and other big 
teams as it is to develop athletics among 
‘nlisted men of the Army for the benefit 
of the service. 

The following is the memorandum which 
is sent out by Maj. Gen. Robert C. Davis, 
The Adiutant General, by the order of the 
Secretary of War. 

“It is the desire of the War Department 
to foster and encourage athletics of all 
kinds in the Army in every legitimate way 
practicable and to render all possible as- 
sistance to athletic officers in carrying out 
their duties. You will, therefore, take the 
necessary steps to keep the War Depart- 
ment informed of all athletic activities of 
special interest. 

“In order that they may better fulfill their 
obligations to the Government and may 
more efficiently perform their duties with 
respect to the Army itself and to the citi- 
zens with whom they may be associated, 
especially during the summer training 
camps, every commissioned officer should 
strive to develop any athletic ability or 
talent he may possess. Athletics in the 
Army will, therefore, be conducted so as to 
assist officers in the development of such 
talent. | 

NO ALL-STAR TEAMS 

“The organization of all-star officer ath- 

letic teams does not encourage enlisted men 


to participate in sports to the extent that 
the organization of enlisted men teams 
would. In addition, all-star officer teams 


make use of officers as individual players 
and deprive them of their legitimate place 
as leaders. 

“Beginning January 1, 1925, all football, 
baseball, basket ball, and soccer teams or- 
ganized in the Army will normally be com- 
posed of enlisted men. Not more than one 
officer will be permitted on any team at 
iny time in any game, 

“An exception to the foregoing is made 
in the case of General and Special Service 
Schools in so far as that at those schools 
officer teams or mixed teams of officers and 
wnlisted men may be organized, if the com- 
manding officer so desires. Such teams 
may be used in games with colleges and 
civilian teams and other Service School 
teams, but wiil not be used to play inter- 
service games with Navy and Marine Corps 
or in games against another Army team. 
Nor does this policy prohibit the formation 
of teams composed exclusively of officers 
for local, special or gala occasions for com- 
petitions with other officer teams. 

“It is desired that enlisted football games 
be played between Army teams and Navy 
teams representing the Atlantic and Pa- 
‘ific fleets, and Marine Corps teams repre- 
senting the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. The 
Commanding General, 9th Corps Area, and 
the Commanding General, Fort Benning, 
Ga.. are charged with the details connected 
with the organization of Army teams and 
with the arrangement of schedules for the 
Pacific and Atlantie games, respectively. 

“This assignment of responsibility for 
these teams and games will continue for 
three years. Upon the completion of this 
period, reassignment or a new assignment 
will be made by the War Department.

“All the above games will be played strict- 








ly on the basis of teams playing only one 
officer at any time. 

“It is most desirable that athletics in all 
corps areas be played on an equal basis. 


Inter-corps area contests are to be en- 
couraged and should prove beneficial. It 


is not the intention of the War Department 
to dictate the athletic policies within the 
corps area. Whether the corps area com- 
mander forms corps area, division, post or 
regimental teams will very likely depend 
upon the local situation and must be han- 
dled locally. 

“Due to limited funds and personnel the 
War Department is not favorable to, nor 
can it support the organization of a super- 
team in any corps area which calls for 
personnel from other areas and takes offi- 
cers and men away from their commands. 
The ideal to be striven for is to have the 
vreatest practicable number of enlisted men 
participate in afl sports, and that all of- 
ficers and enlisted men playing on, and 
working with the different teams, be on as- 
signed duty at the place of training of the 
teams and excused only from the minimum 
of military duty necessary in order to 
develop the team.

SEC’Y WILBUR FAVORS 
STRONG NAVY POLICY

practice at ranges as great as 14,000 yards 
had ever been held by our Navy. 

“The greatest difficulty in directing the 
fire of a battleship arises because the ship 
is constantly rolling and pitching, thus 
requiring either that the guns be moved 
constantly to compensate for the motion of 
the ship, or that the guns be fired at the 
one instant in the ship’s roll when the 
guns bear upon the target. For this reason 
it was not possible to hit a target at long 
ranges. Our target practice up to 1902 was 


‘conducted at a range of only one mile. 


‘But new methods of controlling gunfire 
with delicate instruments of precision, and 
the use of electricity to operate turrets and 
to indicate range and direction of the tar- 
get, has made successful fire at long ranges 
possible. By reason of perfection in the 
methods of controlling the gunfire, experi- 
mental target practice has been had re- 
cently up to ranges of 15 sea miles. 


TO ASK GUN ELEVATION 


“As modern battles will be fought at long 
ranges, the power of our Navy must now 
be measured, not by the energy of the guns 


at the muzzle, but by the blow they can 
deliver at long ranges. This power has 
constantly increased. Our Navv in 1865 


was the greatest in the world, the range 
of the guns was but little over one mile, 
but our Navy of today can deliver a blow 
16 miles from the ship, six times as great 


as that which the Navy of 1865 could 
deliver at one mile. Some of our guns 
can not shoot this far, not because they 


are not powerful enough, but because the 
gun mechanism does not permit them to be 
elevated sufficiently to do so. 

“Subject to the construction of the treaty 
for limitation of armament, we are asking 
Congress to authorize the necessary changes 


to permit this gun elevation, so that our 
Fleet may have a marimum efficiency at 
long ranges. This will make our Fleet 


homogeneous, and be of great assistance in 
Fleet action. 


PRAISES NAVAL ACADEMY 

“We have a great Naval Academy where 
boys from every State in the Union and 
from every status in life aré trained for 
the duties of Naval officers. The school is 
thoroughly democratic—every man_ receiv- 
ing pay while under tuition. The ap- 
pointments are almost all made on a com- 
petitive basis without regard to political 
or other considerations. In this great uni- 


versity Americanism is ever foremost in 
thought and in deed. It is a great national 
asset. 

“Can we outlaw war? Yes, just as we 


have outlawed yellow fever, smallpox, ty- 
phoid fever, diphtheria and the bubonic 
plague; not wholly and completely, but 
sufficiently so that no great world cata- 
strophe seems likely, and so that small 
outbreaks may soon be checked. 

“It can not be accomplished by resolu- 
tions against it, any more than we can pre- 
vent tuberculosis by resolution. It requires 
work, unceasing effort and intelligent prep- 
aration for and against war. The great 
hope against war is that the peacefully 
disposed nations shall be strong. Where 
right and might are on the same side, right 
will certainly triumph. ‘Might will not 
attack right, if right has might.’

FINANCIAL DIGEST 





By RAYMOND V. SYKES 


This paper will be glad to furnish to 
its readers information on any brokerage 
house.

The presidential election next Tuesday is hold- 
ing the center of interest, but outside of Wall 
Street and the stock market, no very great impres- 
sion is being made on business by the pending 
decision. An unknown element is usually of more 
significance in the securities market than is a 
known factor, whether the latter be favorable or 
unfavorable. A’though the odds favor the re- 
election of President Coolige, there is some possi- 
bility of his not being returned to office, and 
because of this there is a suspension of buying in 
the stock market that gives it an appearance of 
weakness. Sales on the New York Stock Ex- 
change are running in the neighborhood of 600,000 
shares daily, against 1,000,000 shares early in 
the autumn. 

It is reported that in other quarters orders are 
being deferred until the outcome of the election 
is known, but the number and value of these is 
not very great: An excellent barometer of busi- 
ness activities is found in the weekly report of 
freight car loadings, and this shows no falling 
off. As a matter of fact, car loadings throughout 
September and the few weeks of October for which 
reports have been filed, show business to be equal- 
ing that of the corresponding period last year, 
which was record breaking. lLoadings for the 
week ended October 18, totaled 1,102,336 cars, 
against 1,073,095 for the same week in 1923, and 
was the highest for that week in the history of 
railroading. 

When railroad earnings for September and Octo- 
ber are reported they should equal or exceed those 
of the corresponding months of last year, an 
achievement that was not reached in the earlier 
months of 1924. Twenty-four railroads have pub- 
lished their September reports and showed gross 
income of $256,154,604, against $240,082,439 in 
September, 1923. Net earnings for these 24 
roads amounted to $57,261,220, compared with 
$46,183,312. Baltimore & Ohio reported net of 
$4,268,449, compared with $3,977,152, and Atchi- 


son reported net of $7,083,094, against $3,945,162. 
The Erie net was $2,199,559, against $1,488,049. 


The railroads are buying equipment in large 
volume, total business now pending amounting to 
about $100,000,000, according to the Railway Age. 
The building industry continues active and is 
placing large orders for fabricated steel. The 
automobile industry is working on a _ production 
schedule approximately equal to that of this time 
a year ago. The consumption of iron and steel in 
large quantities by all of these industries is 
having a stimulating effect on the iron and steel 
industry and production reports for October are 
expected to show substantial gains over Septem- 
ber, which in turn gained over August and July. 

The Federal Reserve Board reports that produc- 
tion in basic industries increased 9 per cent. in 
September and the first part of October. Increased 
activity was reported in many lines, including 
textiles, iron and steel and coal. Factory em- 
ployment increased 2 per cent. during that period. 
Wholesale trade increased 11 per cent. and retail 
trade gained more than the amount which usually 
takes place in the autumn. Sales by mail order 
houses were considerably larger than last year. 

The Department of Agriculture predicts a crop 
of 12,675,000 bales of cotton, based on the crop’s 
average condition on October 18. This is a gain 
of 176,000 bales over the forecast of October 1. 
The condition of the crop was given as 54.7 per 
cent. of normal, compared with 53.5. There was 
some selling in the cotton market following the 
report, but it was not sufficient to have much 
effect on prices. The recent decline in cotton to 
around 22 cents has attracted a considerable 
foreign demand and buying from abroad has 
again lifted prices. Foreign demands for wheat 
also is very active and has resulted in another 
spurt upward. Present prices for December of 
around $1.45, compared with $1.06 a year ago. 

With one exception, rates on commercial paper 
of 60 to 90 days maturity are the lowest for 
this season since 1898. The exception was in 
the three autumn months of 1915, when American 
trade had not recovered from the shock of the 
war. The present level is 3 per cent., and in 
that year the rate went as low as 2% per cent. 
At this time last year the rate was 5 per cent. 
The cause is the large supply of gold and not a 


light demand for credit. Consequently, the mone 
market does not stand in the way of expansion re 
business. 

So far this year American investors haye sub. 
scribed to foreign loans in the amount of $1,007 
919,000, according to the N. Y. Times. For ty, 
full year the figure is expected to reach $1,500. 
000,000. This amount compares with $242 g4n" 
000 in 1923, $431,305,000 in 1922, $379,370,099 
in 1921 and $291,000,000 in 1920. American 
money invested abroad, exclusive of loans 
by the Government, amounted to $8,000, 
at the end of 1923, of which $5,500,000,000 wa 
in industrial securities, and $2,500,000,00 in 
Government obligations.

COUNSEL’S DIGEST OF COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL’S OPINIONS 
OcTosBEerR 28, 1924. 


In Ansell and Bailey’s Digest of Comptroller 
General’s Decisions, they held: 

Where it appears that the claimant enlisted in 
the Coast Guard December 7, 1917, as fireman, 
rated acting machinist, first class, on same date, 
permanently rated machinist, first class, March 7, 
1918, in which rating he was discharged June 8, 
1919, Held: He is not entitled to the pay of 
chief machinist’s mate, first class, for the period 
December 7, 1917, te March 7, 1918, the date he 
was permanently rated machinist, first class, in- 
asmuch as it appears there is no correspondence of 
duties between an acting machinisf, first class. 
Coast Guard, and chief machinist’s mate in the 
Navy. (Roth’s case, Oct. 15, 1924.) 

The mother of a soldier who was discharged 
from the Army April 24, 1919, and was killed 
November 16, 1920, in an accident, is entitled to 
reimbursement for $100 of the sum expended by 
her in connection with the burial of her son where 
it appears that the son left no assets and there 
was no compensation or insurance due him at the 


time of his death. (Cottrell’s case, Oct. 15, 
1924.) 
The term ‘‘dependent’’ as used in the Act of 


June 10, 1922, does not include a father or step- 
mother. (Devine’s case, Oct. 15, 1924.) 

Commissioned service in the Naval Militia and 
National Naval Volunteers while in an inactive 
status, that is, not in Federal service, cannot be 
counted for the purposes of determining the base 
pay of the fourth pay period of a lieutenant of the 
Staff Corps of the Navy. (Huske’s case, Oct. 18, 
1924.) 

Where it appears that a member of the Naval 
Militia reported at the Federal rendezvous at 
Charleston, 8S. C., on April 9, 1917, and upon 
being found physically disqualified for Federal 
service was returned to his local rendezvous on 
April 27, 1917, Teld: That he is not entitled to 
the $60 war gratuity, inasmuch as he failed in 
the physical examination and was not enrolled in 
the National Naval Volunteers, and hence did 
not serve in the Federal service within the mean- 
ing of the gratuity status to. (Ditto’s case, Oct. 
18, 1924.) 

The claimant is entitled to the pay only of 
the grade of quartermaster, first class, U.S.N., 
from July 7, 1920 to July 3, 1924, notwithstand- 
ing that on July 3, 1924, his rating was changed 
to chief quartermaster, acting appointment effec- 
tive from July 7, 1920. Claimant’s change of 
rating was effective only from the date upon 
which it was actually made, July 38, 1924. 
(Steve’s case, October 16, 1924.)
